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PRESIDENTIAL POLITICS. 


The outlook from a Democratic 
standpoint at present is that the Re 
publican party will hardly need a 
Presidential candidate in 1884, but 
things may look differently in a year 
from now. There is quite an interest 
in the matter, at all events, and gossip 
bas begun to go around as to the 
chances of different individuals. Ben 
Harrison would be a very strong map 
geographically, as Indiana is a doubt- 
ful and at tho same time an important 
State, though not so much so as when 
it held a State election a month be- 
fore the Presidential electien. He 
came into public life in Washington 
too late to enter the strife which bave 
created the destructive Republican 
factions. He is not disliked by the 
stalwarts, nor by the half-breeds, and 
could be supported by both. He has 
the traditions which would help to 
make him popular; he is the descend- 
ant of the regicides; one of his ances- 
tors was in the first coustitutional 
convention; his grandfather was Pres- 
ident of the United States; his father 
was aiman of note; he is himself a 
man of brain, of self-poise, of ability; 
he makes a good speech; he has made 
no blunders; he is keen, quick-witted; 
he comes from a good focal! point; he 
is central. The Chicago Tribune says: 
“He is an earnest candidate. That 
is his weakest point. He is at heart a 
most positive candidate, and he is 
very confident that he will win. Every 
movement that he makes indicates his 
extraordinary confidence in his rising 
star.” 

The choice may fall upon Allison 
of lowa. He has excellent points. 
He has been generally free from any 
suspicion of sympathy with factional 
contests. He has not, however, beeu 
wholly successful in keeping himself 
at peace with Blaine. Their relations 
are not as friendly as they used to be, 
Blaine thinks, and bas said, that Alli- 
son did not help him at Chicago, as 
he should have done. 

Windom is nut without chances. 
He is a man of a good deal of ability 
and of noteworthy equipoise. He is 
strong with both factions. He comes 
from a good section. He is very 
available. He could unite the Repub- 
licans in the disaffected States as well 
as any Other man. Besides, he is a 
man of luck. He, however, would be 
likely to"encounter the oppositioa of 
Blaine. In fact Blaine holds him re- 
sponsible for keeping the vote of Min- 
nesota away from him at Chicago, 
aud Blaine has said that if he could 
have had the vote of that State at the 
proper time he would have received 
the nomination. 

Blaine expects to be the dark horse 
io the next Presidential national con- 
vention. He has not formed an y def- 
inite programme. He talks freely and 
naturally with his friends, He dis- 
cusses the chances of the candidates 
without reserve. He said to some of 
his friends that he never again would 
organize another personal movement to 
attempt to capture a nominating con- 
vention, but he is by no means out of 


the field. He will pursue the policy 
of setting one candidate against an- 
other; of inciting the friends of one 
mnan against those of another man at 
the convention, aad in some disturbed 
moment, at some period of panic, his 
own name will be mentioned; and it 
1s his hope that he will come into the 
nomination under such circumstances 
with a hurrah. It is a sensatioual 
programme, if it is a programme. 
But, so far as Blaine has any definite 
scheme with respect of the nomivating 
convention, it is some shadowy, re- 
mote piece of fireworks like that. He 
hopes that his name will be seen in 
the aureola over the discrowned beads 
of both factions and ot all the candi- 
dates.” 

Sherman and Arthur are considered 
out of the race. Washburo of IIli- 
nois always wiil be available until old 
age retires him. Grant is impossible, 
and his friends must certainly see it, 
if be does not. The Pacific Coast has 
BD claims on the first place, but it 
might reasonably push Senator John 
¥. Miller for the second. He was a 
g:ilant sojldier and held a high rank. 


He is sound on all our interests and 
has a fortune and leisure. The Dem- 
crats have Gentleman George H. 
Pendleton, Senator Thurman, Widow 
Butler, Guvernor Cleveland, Senator 
Bayard, Governor Tilden and others. 
The chances for success will no doubt 
bring out many others before the time 


comes.

WHOSE FAULTY? 


The Evidence of the Captain of the 
Sultan on the Collision With 
the Cimbria. 

Hampura, Jan. 26. 

Captain Cullen of the steamer Sul- 
tan says: “I had twelve passengers 
on board, and my first duty was to 
look after the condition of my own 
ship. An hour was occupied in shov- 
ing up the collision bulkhead and 
stopping the holes in the ship’s how 
with beds, etc., and then I set about 
looking for the other vessel. I burned 
blue lights and sounded the steam 
whistle for two hours after the acci- 


dent. I remained in the vicinity 
until 8 o’clock in the morning, when 
not seeing or hearing anythiog, 
and the fog being still dense, I left 
for Hamburg.” In answer to an in- 
‘quiry if he sent off boats in search he 
said the fog was so dense he deemed 
it imprudent to send boats. Respect- 
ing events immediately preceding the 
collision, he said: “About 10 o'clock 
the fog increased and the engines ran 
dead slow. At 11 o'clock, without 
hearing the sound of a whistle,I sight- 
ed a masthead and green lights. The 
green light suddenly disappeared and 
a red light came into sight. Seeing a 
collision was inevitable I telegraphed 
for the engineer to put on full steam. 
It was too late to avoid the crash. 
Everybody was at his post at 
the time and the lights were bright- 
ly burning. The captain and chiet 
officers were on the bridge and two 
men at the wheel and the steam 
whistle was constantly sounded. I 
saw the Cimbria’s green lights when 
they were two lengths ahead.” He 
drew a diagram showing the positions 
of the two vessels. Both were on a 
straight course. He said: “The Cim- 
bria being two points on my starboard 
bow, so that my green light was visi- 
ble to the Cimbria as soon as the Cim- 
bria’s green light was visiole to me,”’ 

“‘How do you account for the acci- 
dent?” 

“The Cimbria should have kept on 
her course.” 

“Seeing the Sultan’s green light, 
what is the rule of the road?” 

Captain Cullen brought out a log 
contaioing Official printed instructions 
with verses, entitled “Aids to Mein- 
ory,” by Thomas Moore. No. 1—for 
two steamships meeting: 


“When both side lights you see ahead, 
Port your helm apd show your red.” 


“That is,” remarked the Captain, 
“pass to the right.”” No. 2—for two 
steamships passing, says: 


**Green to green or red to red, 
Perfect safety, go ahead.”’ 


“You starboarded?” 

“Yes, and had the Cimbria kept on 
her course, there would have been no 
collision, but she ported her helm 
wm really ran across the Sultan’s 

Ww.”

Wasuryeton, Jan. 25. 

The Treasury Department has sent 
collectors of customs regulations re- 
cently framed in accordance with the 
opinion ot the Attorney-General to 
regulate the passage of Chinese labor- 
ers across the contioent, en route from 
foreign countries to China. Senator 
Miller says he bas made special io- 
quiry into the subject. He does not 
think any apprehension need be felt 
that the law regulating Chinese ew- 
igration will be violated, he regarding 
the granting of permission to Chinese 
laborers to enter the country only for 
the purpose of going home as contrary 
to the letter of the law; but Le grants 
it may not be oppesed to the State 
Department’s interpretation of the 
spiric of the treaty. Miller said: “I 
do not thiak there are so many Chi- 
nese in Cuba to-day as is commonly 
reported. About 10,000 Chinese la- 
borers originally went there, but num- 
bers of them who emigrated under old 
contracts have either returned to China 
or have come to the United States, 
The agitation for permission to allow 
these to enter the United States was 
beguo by railroad companies which 
expected to make profitable transpor- 
tation contracts. So far as I can learn 
no contracts for sending these laborers 
through the United States have 
been made. I am informed that Chi- 
nese can be takefi in sailing vessels 
around Cape Horn to China for $30 
apiece, It would cost in the neigh- 
borhood of $100 apiece to bring them 
from Cuba to New York, send them 
to San Francisco and take them hence 
to Hongkong. It is possible the rate 
might be a little less via New Orleans 
or Galveston, but not enough to com- 
pete with the direct water routes. 
The railroads were led to believe they 
could get business by letters written 
by agents in Cuba askiug the terms 
for transportation. If any attempts 
shonid be made to evade the law de- 
tection will be certain. The Treasury 
Department has informed me that if 
apy considerable number of Chinese 
are landed here an inspector will be 
sent with them to see that the law is 
Lot violated. Of course, upun cetec- 
tion, the question of the validity of 
the Attorney-General’s opinion will be 
raised and cited in courts.”

The People of San Diege on Rail- 
ad Affairs. 
)ASHINGTON, Jan. 24. 


The Mayor of San Diego and Presi 
dent of the Chamber of Commerce of 


that city has sent to Congress a mé 


morial protesting against the passage 
of the bill for the consolidation of the 
Texas Pacific and Southern Pacific 
Railroad. The charter of the Texas 
Pacific provides that it should be built 
by the most direct route to San Diego 
teaship channel in San Diego Bay, 
following in its course a8 near as 
practicable the 32d paralle'; also, that 
constructing should be begun sim- 
ultaneously at Marshall, Texas, and 
San Diego, Cal., aod that at least 50 
miles of the railroad from each of said 
points should be completed withio 
two years from the date of the Act of 
March, 1871. As supplemeu tal to ap 
Act passed May, 1872, it was provided 
that the company should begin con- 
struction eastward from San Diego 
within one year thereafter. It is as- 
serted that in consequence of this law 
San Diego and its citizens have made 
large donations of lands and incurred 
indebtedness for the Texas Pucific 
road, and other citizens bave purchased 
lands along the contemplated line from 
San Diego Bay to the Colorado river,io 
expectation that Congress would com- 
pel the completion of the road accord- 
ing to the charter. None of the pro- 
posed consolidated ruads have been 
built within 100 miles of San Diego. 
The petitioner, representing the people 
of San Diego, demand that Coogress 
amend the bill for consolidation and 
compel the Texas-Pacific to complete 
the road within 18 months from San 
Diego eastward on the most direct and 
eligible route towards the Colorado 
river to a connection with the South- 
ern Pacific in California, under penalty 
of forfeiture of their land grants. 


Extensive Gas Frauds in Phila- 
delphia. 
PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 26. 
The alleged frauds in gas are caus- 
ing considerable flutter among poli- 
ticians. The discoveries in the books 
of the trustees show peculations to 
the amount of $100,000. The matter 


was first brought to notice sixteeu 
months ago, and Charles Hooper, re- 
cently sent to prison for theft, has 
made a confession upon which present 
inquiries are being conducted. The 
accounts are in a terrible condition, 
many books and papers being missing 
or mutilated. The frauds were carried 
on by collusion between clerks and 
auditors, the latter receiving a certain 
proportion of tho stealings. One of 
the auditors, Morrell, has been traced 
to Washington.
